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Continuation of 13. Other: Amended independent claims 1,13, and 18 include new combinations of limitations. Specifically, in claims 1, 
13, and18 "with an electrical input signal" is a new limitation, thus requiring additional consideration and searching. 

Regardless, applicant's arguments filed April 10, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically applicant 
argues that the Notargiacomo et a! *422 reference does not disclose an electroabsorption modulator, the examiner agrees with this, 
however, Hui et al *148 is used as a teaching reference to overcome this deficiency. Applicant argues that the Hui et al "148 reference 
does not disclose an electroabsorption modulator in a feedback system, that there is no motivation to combine the Hui et al '148 
reference, and that the motivation given includes impermissible hindsight. The examiner disagrees since Hui et al '148 teaches of using . 
an electroabsorption modulator in a feedback system to encode information onto an optical beam (Column 4, line 22-Column 5, line 35 
and Column 8, lines 43-51, wherein the electroabsorption modulator "34" encodes information onto the optical beam and feedback 
system "44" controls the electrical input 41 56" into the modulator, Figure 1 ), for the purpose of providing a modulator to match the required 
speed of the operation (Column 8, lines 43-51 ). The examiner does not state that Hui et al '148 includes and electrical input into the 
modulator, rather than a feedback system is used to influence the electrical control of an input into the modulator, wherein the modulator 
encodes information onto an optical beam. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation is explicitly shown in the Hut et al '148 reference as shown above (Column 8, lines 43- 
51). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971).
